GENEVA, May 18, via Paris, (3:40 p.n,)—Reports from Innis- 
bruck indicate that the heaviest fighting of the war between Italians 
and Austrians during this year is in progress in the region of Rovereto 
and the Sugana Valley, while there is every evidence that the Aus- 
trians have begun an advance against the Italians from the Alps to 
the Adriatic.

Trent, 
Italians Are Holding On, 

LONDON, May 18—The Italians in 
southern Tyrol are now tenaciously 
holding back the Austrians from fur- 
ther inroads into their positions, In 
the Ledro valley, southwest of Trent, 
and in the Lagarina valley, to the 
south of the city, the Austrians, after 
heavy artillery preparation launched 
thre vicious attacks against Italian 
lines, but all of thei were repulsed 
with heavy casualties, according to 
Rome, 

Vive attacks were made on Zegna- 
jorta, the same number as were made 
Wednesday, and again all of them 
were stopped with sanguinary losses,

NEED. OF UNIFYING CANADIAN 
LAWS IS URGED AT BANQUET 


Edmonton Legal Men and Visitors From Canadian Bar Association 
Dine Last Night at Macdonald Hotel—Instructive Addresses 
Given by City Lawyers and Visiting Members of Bar 


Legal wit and sallies were heard in 

their highest flights of brilllance 
at the (Macdonald hotel last night, 
when Sir James Aikens, K.C., presi- 
dent of the Canadian, Bar Association, 
entertained to dinner members of the 
Association and of the legal profes- 
sion from the entire district north of 
Red Deer. There was a big gather- 
ing, as members of the profession had 
hastened from far and wide to be 
present, 

There was a fair sprinkling of men® 
bers of the bar who have left the 
court for the drill ground and donned 
uniform, while laymen were well re- 
presented, the city of Edmonton in 
the person of Mayor Henry. 

Perhaps laymen may have felt 
somewhat out of touch with things 
in some of the legal conversation 
which whiled away the evening, es- 
pecially when it came to the Latin 
quotations which are always deemed 
inseparable from the practice of the 
law, but all could appreciate the elo- 
quence of the chairman, Sir James 
Aikens, the short stories of L, J. Rey- 
eraft and Isaac ‘Pithlado, and the 
humor of C, C, McCaul, 

Justice Ives Speaks. 

“L knew JT should get a teward for 
my generosity in the «taxation , of 
costs,’ said Justice Ives, who was one 
of the honored guests of the evening, 
when his rising to speak was greeted 
with the singing of “He's a jolly good 
fellow.’ Judge tves particularly allud- 
ed to the need for ualformity in law, 
to bring about which was one of the 
chief objects of the association, and 
said that there was no chance of tho 
best interests of the Canadian people 
following from the diversified judg- 
ments which had been handed down, 
He could not see why the laws should 
not be uniform, especially those which 
dealt with subjects which were the 
foundation of commercial pursuits, 
This want of uniformity was directly 
responsible for a lack of economy in 
the profession, owing to different 
teaching which had to be given in 
the law schools and the working of 
the Alfferent courts, It also interfered 
with the proper administration of jus- 
tree, and st seemed that if they conld 
make laws ualform that it would be 
mn great advance in the selence of 
jurisprudence, With regard to judges 
tating part in the work of helping to

bring about uniformity, he thought 
ldae they would be all glad of the 
opportunity fo do so, Ile thought 


that all would be interested, and slid 
to be allowed to devote sueh time 
that could be given and ability that 
they possessed to the objects of the 
association 

Objects of Association, 

The chairman, Sir James Aiken, In 
his opening remarks, spoke of the 
objects of the association and the 
purpose of the party accompanying 
him from Winnipeg, which was to 
bring into closer touch the members 
of the bar in the three prairie proyv- 
Inces. He sald that he thought it 
would be easy to bring into one asse- 
elation the members of the bar in, 
Alberta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba, 
tle alluded to the great welcome that 
they had received in Bdmonton, and 
said that they anticipated haying such 
another in Calgary, Sir James Aikens

‘Tle thea, 
went on to speak in a highly appre- 
ciative manner of the value of the 
association, the existence of which he 
Was not aware until a year ago.

The speaker then pleaded for a high 
standard of legal ethics, and in the 
conduct of their business and in turn- 
ing to the main issue, the unification 
of laws, asked them to try to get rid 


of the superfluous items in which 
there was no merit or use in keeping. 
Hie also urged for an alteration in 
the remuneration of the profession, 
for a better method of appointing 
men to the bench, and asked if all 
were convinced that proper justice 
Was done in the present way of con- 
ducting trials jby jury. These were 


questions to he solved and it was for 
the legal profession to solve them, 


Isaac Pitblade, K.C,, amused the 
gathering with a story, and 8S BB, 
Woods, K.C., sald that the aims of 


the assoclation tended to be bettering

Irish Cabinet Will be Formed 


With Circumscribed Powers Which 


Will Gradually be Extended—Will Go Into Effect When Details 


Arranged. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, May 19 (8:07 am.J— 
With the return of Premier Asquith to 
London the question of the immediate 
future of the Irish government will 
take the centre of the stage for the 
British public. 

It is expected that Mr. Asquith will 
immediately arrange a series of im- 
portant conferences with the Irish 
leaders, including Sir Edward Carson 
and John Redinond, The attitude of 
Sir Edward undoubtedly will be a vital 
factor in the situation, and there is 
more than « hint that David Lloyd 
George, the munitions minister, will 
take a leading part in an effort to 
bring all the Irish parties into line. 

Tt is already known that Premier 
Asquith hopes to bring Ulster into any 
arrangement which is made to install 
a moderate meastire of Home Rule in 
Ireland, There will be no attempt on 
the part of any section of the interest- 
ed parties to inaugurate Home Rule 
such as was provided in the Home 
Rule bill, The solution of the situa- 
tlon most generally favored is the 
formation of an Irish cabinet, with 
strictly circumscribed powers, which 
will be gradually extended. The new 
order of things is expected to go in- 
to effect as soon as details can be ar- 
ranged, 


Summary of Result of Visit. 


LONDON, May 19 — The Daily 
Mail's Dublin correspondent, who is 
generally regarded as being in the 


closest touch with the situation, gives 
the following summary of the result 
of Premier Asquith’s trip to Ireland; 

“The idea chiefly discussed by the 
premier has been the formation of an 
Irish executive council, to sit in Dub- 
lin of an Irish cabinet, and to be re- 
sponsible, like the imperial cabinet, 
to the British House of Commons, but 
to possess no powers to enact legisla- 
tion or to raise new taxes, 

“What may be the constitution of 
the body, what its powers, what the 
safeguards to prevent undue exercise 
of its authority, and whether it will 
be set up merely as a temporary ar- 
rangement during the War, are ques- 
tions still unknown, Mr. Asquith him- 
self is not yet clear respecting these 
inatters, and ueseries of cabinet dis- 
cussions and conferences with the 
Irish leaders will follow his return to 
London,” 

Opportunity for Settlement, 

The Daily Mail's correspondent says 
Premier Asquith's inquiries in Dublin 
have convinced the premier that this 
is a great opportunity for a settlement 
of the Irish situation, and that a ma- 
jority of the Nationalists earnestly de- 
sire a settlement. 

“The Ulster position,” the corres- 
pondent adds, “is more difficult, but 
Premier Asquith is very hopeful of

WAS DECEIVED 


J.P. Brown, Recently of High- 
ways Commission, Tells Story 
of High Finance 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

REGINA, May 18,.—How he man- 
aged to get E, L. H. Smith, manager 
of the Broad street branch of the 
Bank of Ottawa here, to handle his 
profits from fraudulent contrac s, was 
told by J. P. Brown on the stand this 
afternoon before the Wetmore com- 
mission, Brown represented to Smith 
that the fraudulent contrac s for 
roadwork were bonafide, and, to ex- 
Plain why he was to receive the pro 
ceeds of them, told Smith that he was 
the reali owner of the roadwork out- 
fits operating in the names of W. A. 
Smith, W. C. Currie and J. H. Clark, 
the contractors, who Brown atates 
were creations of his own imagina- 


tion, ' 
Brown went to Smith at the bank 
in July, 1914, and secured two forms 


for power of attorney for the bank, 
arranging with Smith to open a truat 
account for himself in Smith's name. 
Prown filled out the forms and signed 
the names of W. A. Smith and J. H. 
Clark: to them. Then, so that Smith 
would beli®ve hey had been sent out 
of the city to be filled out, he — took 
them into the bank on different daya. 
Later he got another form and filled 
it out in the name of W. C. Currie, 
All gave the Bank of Ottawa = fuil 
power to act for the bogus contract- 
ors, 

“Smith asked several times it the 
contracts were all right,” said Brown, 
in giving his evidence, “T represented 

{to Smith not only that the contracts 
| were bonafide, but that the roadwork 
|eutfits belonged to myself. That was

was paid over to me, I told him the 
Reicipd men were working for me.”

Question 


COMMITTEE WORKS 
HARMONIOUSLY 


New Pension Will Be Big 
Charge Upon the 
Revenues 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, May 18,-—-The par- 
liamentary session came to «a 
close at 4:30 this afternoon with- 
out ceremony or excitement. In 
the absence of His Royal High- 
ness the Duke of Connaught in 
Montreal), Sir Charlea Fitzpatrick 
read the speech from the throne 
in the senate. 


OTTAWA, May 18,—In the Ottawa 
llouse this afternoon Hon. J. D Hazen 
moved the receipt and adoption of the 
report from the pensions committce, 
which has been in seasion for some 
time arranging the scale of pensions, 
Their recommendations were publish- 
vd a few daya ago, 

Pensions dealt with apply only to 
men who enlist for oversease service, 
The committee recommends the ap- 
pointing of a commission of three for 
a period of ten years to deal with the 
whole question, The purpose of ny 
pointing a commission was to make 
the administration entirely non- 
political, There could be no appen! 
from the commission, Ponsions 
awarded to a soldter or dependent 
cannot be assigned or commuted in 
any way. This is to enaure that th 
pension money shall go for the pur- 
pose intended. The new acale of pen- 
sions recommended gives a very sub- 
stantial increase to those in the lower 
tanks from private to Meutenant, 


Would Not Reduce Scale. 


Mr. Hazen said that the committeo 
would not have given as high pen- 
sions to the officers Above the rank ot 
lieutenant as the old scale gave, But 
since the men who have gone to the 
tront had entered service under that 
tcenle, the committee did not feet sii- 
tified in reducing it. Mr. Hazen int- 
od out that no distinction was drawn 
hetween married and single soldiers 
The committee felt that if a man was 
single when he came home he might 
tinarry and he should be entitled to the 
same amount. Also if a single man 
were totally disabled and had to be 
cared for, he would be a bigger ex- 
pense probably than a married man. 
tn regard to reservists the committee 
recommended that an allowance 
thould be given to supplement the 
pensions paid by the allied countries 
in order to make it equal to the Cana- 
cian pensions, This would only be in 
the case of men who jad dependents 
ir Canada who remainec here during 
the war and the supplementary 
amount would be paid only while the 
reservist remained in Canada, 

Will Be Retroactive, 

The whole pension scale will be re- 
troactive and apply to all the men 
who enlisted since the outbreak of 
war. 

Mr. Hazen added that the pensions 
would be a heavy charge on the coun- 
try. According to the old scale the 
pensions payable in connection with 
having 100,000 men on active service 
for one year would be $6,481,500, 


while under the new scale it woulda 
bo $7,184,181, or an increase of 
$1,702,681. 


hk. M. MacDonald in seconding the 
motion for the adoption of the report, 
said that for a force of 300,000 men 
it would mean an annual charge of 
#21,555,543, while for 490,000 men it 
would be $28,736,724, 

Mr. MacDonald sald the country 
should do everything possible for the 
men who were bearing the burden of 
the war. The extent of the pension 
vould depend entirely on the disabil- 
ity. He said it was the unanimous 
judgment of the committee that the 
men appointed to the pensions board 
should be independent men, not men 
looking for positions, Thore shoul 
be no question as to their integrity 
and they should be recognized as bein; 
above party. 

It. was felt that the appointments 
should not be made by the govern- 
ment, but by parliament and the op- 
position leader should be consulted. 

Board to Investigate, 

Mr. MacDonald said that the com- 
mittee discussed at some length the 
question of pensions to thoze who en- 
listed in Canada with the’ British 
army or went back home to join any 
of the allled forces, It was felt that 
the inclusion of these men at _ the 
present time is not prudent, They 
fell they should get ful! information 
1rom other countries, For this ren- 
son they had recommended that the 
proposed pensions board investigate 
the matter. 

Hon, Rodolphe Lemieux hoped thit 
the commission would be appointed 
viong the lines suggested and made 
an appeal to the government that the 
hoard be of a non-partizan character. 
He would recommend to the govern- 
mént that they take a broad view as 
to reservists of British, French anid 
Belgians, 

W. F. Nickle also bore testimony to 
the conduct of the committee 
throughout its considerations, There 
had not been one jarring note, It was 
decided that it would not be fair 
after 300,000 men had enlisted to ro: 
duce pensions for any rank, It was 
decided to increase the pensions 
where it was now thought Inadequato 


and leave the remaining scale the 
same, 
Hon. Frank Oliver thought that 


men who had wives should be given 
special -consideration, A marrie't 
man ought to get a larger pension 
than the findings of the committee, 
Sir Robert Borden congratulated 
the committee on its work. He point- 
ed out that the recommendation 
would entail a coneiderable increase 
in expenditure, but he thought there 
was no one who was not willing to 
pay his share.

That the Ross rifle 
is excellent for target purposes is 
not denied by anyone seemingly, 
but under the hard service of war 
it is declared to fail when it is 
most needed. In face of this re-

ICOUNTRY'S LAW 
SHOULD BE MADE 
OBJECT O OF PRIDE 


Sir James Aikin Ope at City 
Luncheon—Isaac Pitblado 
Gives Fine Address 


“Help to make the laws of the coun- 
try, that is, the history of the coun- 
try, one of the things of which we may 
be proud.” These were the words of 
Sir James Aitkin, president of the Ca- 
nadian Bar Association to the mem- 
hers of the Edmonton board of trade, 
who on Thursday entertained members 
of the association at luncheon in the 
Macdonald hotel. There was a big at- 
t‘endance of the boart of trade, and 
the city was represented by Mayor 
Henry with many of the leading citi- 
zens. Alluding to the power for good 
that could be wielded by boards of 
trade, Sir James said that they could 
do much,, but they could not make 
uniforin all the laws of the country, 
which was one of the main objects 
of the Canadian Bar Association, The 
speaker referred to the sympathy 
which the legal profession had with 
the business man and manufacturer 
on account of this un-uniformity of 
laws which existed in the provinces. 
Was their interest going to end with 
sympathy? He would aay not, and 
that if help came, it must come from 
them, Only a combination of the 
lawyers of Canada, with the sympathy 
ef the business men could do it, Three 
years ago the Canadian Bar Associa- 
tion was formed for this purpose, an 
they would accomplish it, because they 
knew the difficulties which existed. 
One thing they could help in. The 
ussociation could not get along with- 
out a certain amount of money, and 
us their work was in the public inter- 
est, they should have some help to 
carry it out. The association asked 
them to go to their provincial parlia- 
ments and appeal for some ‘financial 
support to the association. This had 
been done in the United States of Am- 
erica and could be done’ as well in 


Canada, 
I. Pitblado, K.C., Speaks 
Isaac Pitblado, K.C., made a very 


interesting speech, in which he dealt 
in a somewhat exhaustive and in- 
structive manner with the subject of 
the provincial laws and their want of 
uniformity, He remarked that the 
provincial legislature had the sole pri- 
vilege of dealing with property and 
civil rights and so there had grown up 
a great dissimilarity in bringing in 
new measures, 

Let them remember how the matter 
stood in the three’ prairie provinces, 
where, if anywhere, they should be 
the same. Take bills of sale or chat- 
tel liens, should not these be the 
sume? There was the matter of re- 
gistration; in one province bills had to 
be registered in 30 days. in others in 
20 days. The partnership laws were 
different, a most important thing, be- 
cause a man might be in business with 
patrners in two different provinces. 
Then there was the question of wills. 
The regulationg as to autograph wills 
varied in all the provinces. Then take 
succession duties, a man might have 
to pay a double succession duty, hav- 
ing to pay in the province where he 
lived and another in the province 
where his property was situated, It 
was for the business men to say, went 
on the speaker, that they must have 
uniform laws if they were going to do 
business. The Transcontinental rail- 
way could not get a fire insurance 
policy to cover their line because of 
the varying statutes regarding fire in- 
surance in the territory through 
which the line passed. Then there 
were the regulations affecting joint 
stock companies, all different. 

An important item were the regu- 
lations concerning steam boilers, The 
effect of them was that manufacturers 
could not make a standard, but were 
obliged to manufacture according to 
the provincial laws, and in conse- 
quence the cost of production was that 
much more, and the customer had to 


pay more for the completed article. 
The object of the Canadian Bar As- 
sociation was to deat with these 


things, and in June at the association 
conference a number of these would 
be brought up. The lawyers had taken 
up the matter, in what he was glad to 
say, a most unselfish manner. It had 
been said that if anyone should block 
any attempt to make laws uniform it 
should be the lawyers, but he was 
pleased to say that they had risen 
above the question of personal profit.
